xIApp = CType(CreateObject("Excel.Application"), Excel.Application) 

xIApp. Visible = True 

'open the workbook (read only) 

Dim xlWorkbook As Excel. Workbook 

xlWorkbook = xlApp.Workbooks.Open(Me.txtXLWorkbook.Text, , True) 

If you want the user to take control of the Excel interface, add one more 
command: 

xIApp.UserControl = True
